Bush  growth  is  ideal  with  extra  good  long  stems, 
holding  the  giant  blooms  well  up  out  of  the  bush 
facing  on  a  45%.  It  branches  from  the  ground  with 
cahes  four  and  five  feet  long.

York,  and  Camden,  New  Jersey.  At  the  Mid 
West  Dahlia  Show  in  Cleveland  it  won  as  the  best 
undisseminated  dahlia  shipped  by  aeroplane  over 
five  hundred  miles.  The  second  day  of  the  show, 
the  blooms  created  much  favorable  comment  on 
their  freshness.  Furthermore,  it  has  received  a 
Certificate  of  Merit  at  Storrs  in  1935.  The  stems 
are  long  and  stiff  and  the  foliage  leathery  are  i*n- 
sect  resisting.  The  plant  has  a  natural  growth 
up  to  six  feet  in  height  and  produces  flowers  of 
remarkable  keeping  qualities.
